Moscow, Sept. 15— (ZP)—Backs to the Volga, tile defenders of 
Stalingrad stood to their guns today under the heaviest of p attern 
bombing and still held hills looking down upon the heart of the city 
against the redoubled assault of Nazi troops and tanks. 
“I t is impossible to retreat any farth er,’’ a Russian correspondent 
reported from the w ar’s bloodiest battlefield. 
(Stalingrad’s main railroad station has fallen into German hands, 
the Transocean News Agency declared today, quoting dispatches re­ 
ceived by com petent m ilitary quarters. 
(The high com mand communique, which made no mention of the 
capture of the station, said merely th a t “the victorious advance on 
Stalingrad x x x is gaining fu rth er ground.’’ 
(The location of the main railroad station in Stalingrad is not 
shown on available maps, but the main rail line runs through the 
h eart of the city from the northeast to the southwest. 
I A m ilitary spokesman, reporting heavy street fighting inside the 
Volga city's limits, declared the battle as approaching “its final 
phase.’’)

This negligence or deliberate restraint emphasizes 
one difference between Japanese Occidentals. We wage 
war to accomplish a purpose, good or bad. and regret Un­ 
human suffering that becomes inevitable, and try to 
limit that suffering as much as possible. The J a p a n e se 
wage a war of extermination. 
To them human suffer­ 
ing is not worthy of consideration, unless from it they 
obtain sadistic pleasure.

A New Jersey newspaper apologized editorially for 
inflicting local politics upon its readers iii time of war, 
but pointed out that as the county forum the paper felt 
that it had a duty to democracy to keep its readers in­ 
formed.
